Dated , Trivandrum , 27th February 1975 . 
Whereas the Government of Kerala and the Government of Karnataka 
propose to enter into a reciprocal agreement under Section 63 of the Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1939 , for the purpose of providing an efficient, adequate, 
economical and properly co -ordinated Road Transport Service on inter-State 
routes ; and 

Whereas the said Governments have already entered into certain reci 
procal agreements relating to the regulation and control of inter-State opera 
tion of transport Vehicles ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section ( 3- A ) 
of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act IV of 1939) and 
in supersessio of the relevant previous notifications in the matter, the 
Government of Kerala hereby publish the following proposals to enter into 
an agreement with the Government of Karnataka ; 

And under clause (iv ) of sub -section ( 1) of section 43 of the said Act, 
the Government of Kerala hereby publish the following draft directions pro 
posed to be issued to the State Transport Authority, Kerala, as required by the 
proviso to the said sub -section. 
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Notice is hereby given that the said proposals and directions will be taken 
up for consideration after 1-4-1975 and that any objections or suggestions 
which may be received in connection therewith from any person , before the 
date aforesaid will be considered by the Government of Kerala . 

Objections and suggestions, if any , shall be in duplicate and addressed 
to the Special Secretary to the Government of Kerala , Public Works 
( Transport-B ) Department, Government Secretariat, Trivandrum . 


DRAFT AGREEMENT & DIRECTIONS 


THIS Agreement is made this the.. 

.day of. 
One thousand nine hundred and seventy ...... Between the Governor of 
Kerala (hereinafter called the Government of Kerala which expression , shall 
where the context so admits, include his successors in office) on the one part 
and the Governor of Karnataka (hereinafter called the Government of 
Karnataka which expression shall, where the context so admits include his 
successors in office) on the other part. 


I. Stage Carriage Services 
(a) There shall be parity of overall service kilometerage as far as 
possible, in respect of all inter-State routes. 

(b ) Appendices I and II show details of existing inter-State Services 
operated by Karnataka and Kerala operators respectively. 

Appendix Ill indicates the routes allocated for exclusive operation by 
Karnataka operators, Appendix IV indicates the routes allocated for exclusive 
operation by Kerala operators and Appendix Vindicates the routes allocated 
for joint operation by both Karnataka and Kerala Operators. 

(c) Any variation of that part of an inter -State route which lies exclu 
sively in one State may bemade by the Transport Authority of that State in 
respect of services run by operators of that State, provided that such variation 
by the Transport Authority of that State may be brought to the notice of the 
reciprocating State. In the case of inter-State routes where variation is 
sought in the reciprocating State, it will be decided by the respective State 
Transport Authorities by mutual agreement having due regard to the prin 
ciple of parity of service Kilometerage referred to in sub - clause (a ) atove . 

( d ) The fares and freights charged by an operator in the recipro 
cating State will be the same as those charged by the operator of that State 
for similar services. 

(e) Spare buses upto 20 per cent of the facet of route buses of an 
operator of inter-State routes subject to a minimum of one spare buswill be 
allowed to ply on any inter-State route in the event of breakdown of any bus. 
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II Public Carrier Goods Vehicles 


(a ) Public Carrier Goods Vehicles on Single Point Taxation . 

The quota of public carrier goods vehicles permits for each State to be 
countersigned by the other State on single point taxation shall be 600 ; the 
position being reviewed when the number of permits in any Staic reaches 
575 . 

The Countersignature of permits shall be granted for plying such vehicles 
on all National and State Highways with permission to deviate to a distance 
upto 30 Kilometers from such National or State Highways (other than prohi 
bited routes) : 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up any goods in the recipro 
cating State to be set down within the same State . 

(6) Public Carrier Goods Vehicles on tax payment basis . 
Countersignature of permits to public carrier goods vehicles for opera 
tion on inter -State routes on payment of taxes due to both the States may be 
given according to requirements without following the procedure laid down 
undersection 57 (3 ) ofthe Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, subject also to the 
conditions specified in respect of public carrier goods vehicles on single point 
taxation . 


III Private Carrier Goods Vehicles 
(a ) Private Carrier Goods Vehicles on Single Point Taxation . 

The quota of private carrier permits in each State to be countersigned 
by the other State on single point taxation shall be 50 ; the position being 
reviewed when the number of permits in any State reaches 45 . 

The State Transport Authority ofthe Home State shall satisfy itself about 
the bonafides of the business of the applicant in the countcrsigning State before 
recommending the application for countersignature . 

(6 ) Private Carrier Goods Vehicles on Tax Payment Basis. 

Countersignature of permits to private carrier goods vehicles for opera 
tion on inter- State routes on payment of taxes due to both the States may be 
given according to requirements. 


IV . Motor Cabs including " Tourist Taxis " 
(a ) Motor Cabs on Single Point Taxation . 

The quota of permits for motor cabs in each State to be countersigned by 
the other State on single point taxation shall be 75 : the position being 
reviewed when the number of permits in any State reaches 70 : 
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Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up passengers in the recipro 
cating State to be set down within the same State. 

(b ) Motor Cabs on tax payment basis. 

Contersignature of permits to motor cabs for operation on inter-State 
routes on payment of taxes due to both the States may be given according 
to requirements: 

Provided that such vehicles shallnot pick up passengers in the recipro 
cating State to be set down within the same State , 

(c) Tourist Taxis on single point taxation . 

The quota of permits for tourist taxis in each State to be countersigned 
by the other State on single point taxation shall be 50 ; the position being 
reviewed when the quota of permits in one State reaches 45 : 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up passengers in the reciprocat 
ing State to be set down within the same State . 

(d ) Tourist Taxis on tax payment basis, 
Countersignature of permits to tourist taxis for operation on inter- State 
routes on payment of taxies due to both the State may be given according to 
requirements: 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up passengers in the reciproca 
ting State to be sent down within the same State . 

V. Temporary Permits. 
The State Transport Authorities of Kerala and Karnataka will issue 
general concurrence for the grant of temporary permits under clause (c) of 
sub- section (1) of section 62 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 , in respect of 
goods vehicles as provided for in sub -section (4 ) of section 63 of the Act, to 
meet a particular temporary need . The Transport Authorities of the 
Home State on getting such general concurrence from the State Transport 
Authority of the reciprocating State may issue such temporary permits for 
periods not exceeding 7 days/ 30 days at a time according to requirements 
after realising taxes due to the reciprocating State, as per instructions issued 
from time to time. Such temporary permits shall be issued only for a limited 
period required for the particular journey or journeys and for the transport 
of goods specified in the permits . Such vehicles shall not pick up any goods 
in the reciprocating State to be set down within the same State. 

VI. Taxation 


(a ) Transport vehicles covered by countersignature of permits in 
the reciprocating State under a reciprocal agreement on single point taxation 
shall be cxempted from payment of vehicle tax due to the reciprocating State. 


This benefit of single point taxation shall apply to stage carriages having 
both regular and temporary permits . In regard to other categories of trans 
port vehicles covered by countersignature, this benefit of single point taxa 
tion shall apply only if the vehicles have regular countersignature of permits 
on single point taxation . 

(b ) Temporary permits referred to in Clause V may be granted by 
the Transport Authorities of the Home State subject to the payment of 
taxes due to the reciprocating State by demand drafts drawn in favour of 
the Secretary, State Transport Authority, of the reciprocating State. 

(c) The cases covered by the second proviso to sub-section (1) of 
section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 shall be exempt from payment of 
tax . 


VII. General 


The restrictions regarding speed , load , timings, dimensions and prohi 
bited roads in the reciprocating State shall be observed by the permit-holder 
and the driver while the vehicle is operated in the reciprocating Statc. 


VIII. Amendment to this Agreement 


Any clause in this agreement or Appendices thereto may be amended or 
a new one added to it at any stage after mutual agreement between the State 
Governments . 


IX . Review 


This agreement shall be subject to review after two years or earlier at the 
instance of either of the State Governments.
